night in Indianapolis, Governor Rals­ 


ton had affixed his signature to twen­ 


ty-five bills, vetoed four and allowed 
one to become a law without his 
signature. 
The measure in the latter class 
legalizes 
sheriffs’ 
in-and-out 
fees 
back to 1909, when the supreme court 
of Indiana declared the fee law of 
1909 to be invalid, and fixing in-and- 
! out fees fo r county sheriffs. 
The 
law will make it possible for Sheriff 
* Bebout to collect in-and-out fees for

ja small p a rt of his last term. 
Governor R alston’s disapproval of 
senate amendments to Iiepresenta- 
| tive Adam s’ bill amending the corrupt 
practices statute, amendments con­ 
curred in by the house and sent to 
the Governor as a part of the bill, ted 
I to its recall in the house for a con­ 
siderable mollification of the section 
applying to newspapers. 
The amendments made yesterday 
| consist of inserting the word “ false- 
] ly” in two p arts of the section added 
to the Adam measure by the senate 
tju s t preceding those p a r t s <(f the 
amendment which purport to make it 
unlawful for a newspaper in any way 
to attack any candidate for public 
office. 
Originally the senate amendment 
I was a section to govern newspaper 
statem ents during campaign. 
It pro­ 
vided that no candidate for public 
office should be held up to ridicule 
by n e w s p a p e r s or be in any way a t ­ 
tacked by a newspaper during his 
carapa ign. 
The amendments made Hie follow­ 
ing the recall of the hill from the 
Governor have the efTeet of modify­ 
ing this amendment until it is nothing 
in fact but a repetition of the libel 
statutes. 
Now the bill will provide 
that no newspaper may print any a r ­ 
ticles concerning a candidate that 
hold him up to ridicule through false 
statements and that no false attacks 
upon any candidate may be printed. 
When the bill was recalled from 
the Governor’s office early during the 
evening session 
of the 
house the 
house adopted the new amendment, 
and Senators Stotsenburg and Wood 
and Representatives 
Spencer 
and 
Storen were appointed to the con­ 
ference committee. 
The amendments were understood 
and the action of the legislature was 
merely a formality. As the bill stood 
its constitutionality had l>een ser­ 
iously questioned. 
With the inser­ 
tion of the word “ falsely” at the two 
places >et out in the amendments it 
is nothing but a repetition of pro ­ 
visions in the libel and slander s ta ­ 
tutes. 
The Governor also signed the Dun­ 
can house bill >etting apart the first 
Friday in April of each year as A r­ 
bor day and providing for its ob­ 
servance in all schools.

Indianap olis, March 11.—Tt actually 
was 1:20 o’clock this morning when 
the final g avel fell, thoug h technically 
the Sixty-eig hth g eneral assembly ex­ 
p ired by limitation at midnig ht last 
nig ht. 
A disp ute between the tw’o 
houses of the leg islature over the re­ 
tention in the sp ecific ap p rop riation 
bill of an ap p rop riation of $2,000,000 
for the erection of a centennial m e­ 
morial building led to a wrang le which 
necessitated the stop p ing of the leg is­ 
lative clocks w’hile the conferees of 
the two houses w*ere settling the dif­ 
ferences. 
In the end the memorial 
p rop osition w*as retained in the bill, 
the m atter of the exp enditure to be 
| determined by a referendum. 
The 
sp ecific 
ap p rop riations 
hid, 
which caused the leg islative clocks to 
be turned back. w*as p assed by the sen­ 
ate at 6:3 0 o'clock. 
It contained in 
the way of increases several items, 
m aking a total of $7 2,400. that had 
been stricken out by the house after 
they had been ag reed up on by the 
joint committee of ways and means of 
the house and the senate committee 
on finance. 
W ith every bill relating 
to the subject defeated, the senate 
incorp orated in the sp ecific ap p rop ria- 
: tions bill a p rovision for an ap p rop ria­ 
tion of $2,000,000 for a centennial 
building , the ap p rop riation to be avail­ 
able if the voters at the next g eneral 
: election declare in favor of the erec­ 
tion of such a memorial. 


Governor Recommended It. 


Members of the house made p rep ­ 
arations before the beg inning of the 
; session to strike out the section re- 
; lating to the centennial building , but 
1 much of the op p osition w*as overcome 
| w hen it was made known to them that 
j the g overnor desired th at the condi- 
| tional ap p rop riation be made. 
“The g overnor wishes me to state,” 
announced 
Sp eaker Cook, “that he 
hop es the house will concur in the 
senate am endm ent to the sp ecific ap ­ 
p rop riation bill in the m atter of an ap - 
; p rop riation for a centennial building , 
I p rovided it contains a p rovision for a 
referendum vote. 
All p arties declared 
1 in their p latforms in favor of a cen- 
! tennial building , and wTe should not ad- 
! jo urn without at least g iving the p eo- 
I p ie an op p ortunity of voting on the 
subject.” 
The house had comp leted action on 
all m easures p ending before it that 
had sufficient “backing ” to obtain a 
hearing . 
Hostility to the fire marshal 
bill was overcome and the m easure 
p assed, but the house remained firm 
in its resistance of every effort to g ive 
the state a centennial 
celebration.: 
Senator Jackson’s bill to substitute ’ 
electrocution for hang ing was p assed. f 
During the last week of the session 
the house had disp osed of nearly all 
those m easures w ith a big p ower be -1 
hind them, and during the final sea-. 
sion there was only here and there a 
bill handed down for final action be­ 
cause of any sp ecial “p ull.”

The closing hours of the session in 
the house presented litttle of serious 
import to attract the members, and 
dignified lawmakers sang, tossed dis­ 
carded bills into the air, bombarded 
each other with confetti, compelled 
members 
to make speeches,

and motions, marched through the 
corridors of tne sta tehouse and in­ 
vaded 
the 
sena te 
chamber, 
where 
members joined with a quartet in 
singing “ On the Banks of the Wa­ 
bash.” the official sta te song. “ We 
Won’t Go Home Till Morning” and 
other songs. 
Democratic members gave the Moose 
call when the speaker surrendered the 
gavel a few minutes to Representative 
J udkins the lone Progressive member, 
and then they drove the “ Bull Mooser” 
from the throne by pelting him with 
bills now deep in the a isles. 
A crowd of roysterers entered the 
sena te chamber preceding the calling 
of the night session, and, aided by 
members from the house, proceeded 
to destroy everything they could seize.
